Tne performances, at this Theatre, yesterday evening, commenced 
with Holcroft’s Comedy of Zhe Road to Ruin; as the cast was pre- 


cisely the same as when we had last occasion to speak of its represen- 


tation, it does not call for any particular notice ; we cannot, however, 
avoid (merely to gratify our own feelings,) offering the tribute of 
praise to Miss Sidney for her charmieg personation of that young un- 
sophisticated creature, Sophia, Had Holcroft himself been present, 
he most have acknowledged that she fully realised the vision of his 
imagination, young, beautifal, and artless. Mrs. Glover’s Widow War- 
ren was equally good in its way, and her coquettish airs formed an ad- 
mirable contrast to the gentle Sophia. Webster's Silky was marked 
by the good sense which distinguishes all he undertakes, and Farren, 
Vining, and Brindal, supported their respective characters excellently. 
My Wife or My Place, and No Song no Supper, were the other 
pieces played.
